Nursery and Child’s hospital at 
14 months of age, with

zema of the

which involved the entire 
face, 
neck and scalp (hair 
destroyed) 
and both legs and 
arms; 
the 
body was moderately Involved. 
The pre-natal history showed 
that the mother took seven to 
eight eggs a day through the pre­ 
natal period, mostly in the form 
of egg-nogs. 
She had an aversion 
for other 
foods, 
but 
tolerated 
eggs. 
The 
post-natal 
history 
showed that she topk three eggs 
a day for one month 
after 
the 
child’s birth; then normal diet 
was resumed. 
The protein skin 
tests on the baby resulted in po­ 
sitive reactions to egg white and 
egg yolk. 
With ordinary local treatment 
and absolute elimination' of egg- 
containing foods, 
the 
condition 


rapidly improved. It is interesting 
to note in this history that the 
child, within a period

a definite asthmatic attack which 
followed an Inadvertent taking of 
egg-containing food.

1840 ELECTION

Clay agreed with Tyler th a t if he 
would leave the senatorship to 
Rives, he would use his best ef­ 
forts to put Tyler into the Vice 
Presidency. 
If this well attested 
story be true, Tyler became Pres­ 
ident simply by giving up what 
Seemed a losing fight for a sen­ 
atorship. 
The Whigs worked them selves 
into a fine frenzy over their can­ 
didate. 
They built log cabins on 
wheels with bunks in them for 
traveling cam paigners; cities and 
towns had W hig cabin 
raisings 
and house-warmings. 
M iniature 
cabins with a barrel of hard ci­ 
der, and a coonskin nailed on a 
piece of plank by the door were 
everywhere in evidence. 
"C ontrast w ith the simple life 
of this man of the people," ex­ 
claimed the W higs, "th a t of the 
court of Van Buren, with its ru f­ 
fled shirts, its dainty clothes, sa­ 
tin chairs, and dam ask sofas. Lis 
ten to the faw ning minions 
of 
power casting sneers at the ven­ 
erable hero of Tippecanoe on ac­ 
count of his poverty. 
H ear them 
urging against him th at he is only 
a clerk in a county court.

Tippecanoe and Tyler Too was 
the popular slogan. 
The early 
states to vote were carried by the 
W higs, and w hile H arrison’s pop­ 
u lar m ajority was not great, he 
won 19 of th e 26 states, including 
m ost of the big ones. 
Van Buren 
won only New Ham pshire, V irgin­ 
ia, South Carolina, Alabam a, Illi­ 
nois, Missouri, and A rkansas. The 
electoral vote was 234 to 60. 
The log cabin and hard cider 
hero had been sung and shouted 
into the W hite House, w here he 
lived only a m onth. 
John Tyler, 
who was not much of a W hig at 
any time, but really an anti-Jack­ 
son Democrat, reaped the fru its 
of victory, and thoroughly upset 
the party which had w orked so 
strenuously for victory.
